CHRONOLOGICAL  SKETCH  OF  THE  VARIOUS  ALMSHOUSES 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


1662.  First  almshouse  built  on  the  Common,  near  the  corner  of  Beacon 
and  Park  streets. 

1682.  First  almshouse  burned. 

1686.  Second  almshouse  built  on  site  of  first. 

1800.  Third  almshouse  built  on  Leverett  street,  opposite  present  Spring 
and  Barton  streets.  Removed  in  1825. 

1823.  Fourth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry)  at  South  Boston. 

1849.  Fifth  almshouse  (House  of  Industry)  at  Deer  Island. 

1872.  Men  transferred  from  Deer  to  Rainsford  Island. 

1874.  Charlestown,  with  its  almshouse,  annexed  to  Boston. 

1877.  Women  transferred  from  Deer  Island  to  Austin  Farm. 

1887.  Women  transferred  from  Austin  Farm  to  Long  Island. 

1889.  Men  transferred  from  Rainsford  to  Long  Island. 

Women  transferred  from  Long  to  Rainsford  Island. 

1895.  Women  returned  to  Long  Island  to  occupy  new  building  erected 
for  their  accommodation. 

Since  1895  both  men  and  women  have  been  cared  for  at  Long 
Island  and  at  the  Charlestown  Almshouse. 


AND  BARTON  STREETS),  REMOVED  IN  1825. 
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N.  B. —  Persons  desiring  to  see  the  Long  Island  Hospital  should  secure 
a  pass  at  the  office  of  the  Trustees,  28  Court  square. 

The  steamer  “Monitor”  leaves  Eastern  Avenue  Wharf  (north  side  of 
South  Ferry)  every  day,  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  at  2  p.  m.  The 
boat  is  due  at  Boston  on  the  return  trip  at  5  p.  m.  The  wharf  may  be 
reached  by  any  Atlantic  avenue  Union  Station  car,  or  through  Fleet 
street,  from  Hanover  street.  The  Battery  Street  Station  on  the  Atlantic 
circuit  of  the  elevated  system  is  opposite  the  North  Ferry,  from  which  the 
South  Ferry  is  easily  reached  by  walking  about  two  blocks  southward. 

The  Charlestown  Almshouse  is  situated  on  Alford  street,  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  Malden  Bridge,  and  may  be  reached  in  twenty  minutes 
from  Scollay  square  by  any  Everett  and  Malden  car,  or  by  transfer  from 
Sullivan  square. 

Application  for  admission  to  either  institution  should  be  made  to  the 
Institutions  Registration  Department,  28  Court  square,  Room  2,  where 
the  question  of  settlement  will  be  determined;  office  hours,  9  to  5  o’clock; 
on  Saturdays,  9  to  1  o’clock  (during  the  four  summer  months  —  June  to 
September  —  the  office  closes  at  12  o’clock  on  Saturdays).  Any  person 
able  to  walk  should  apply  at  that  office.  An  ambulance  and  carriage  are 
at  the  disposal  of  that  office,  and  will  be  sent  for  persons  unable  to  walk 
to  carry  them  to  the  boat. 

In  the  case  of  a  person  who  does  not  speak  English  it  is  desirable  that 
he  should  be  accompanied  by  a  friend  who  can  interpret  when  he  makes 
his  application  at  28  Court  square. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  application  should  be  made  the  day  before  it 
is  intended  that  the  person  should  go  to  the  hospital,  or,  if  an  emergency 
case,  before  12  o’clock,  in  order  that  the  settlement  may  be  investigated 
and  the  ambulance  or  carriage  sent,  if  necessary.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  chapter  3,  section  24,  of 
the  Revised  Ordinances,  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees 
herewith  respectfully  submit  their  report  for  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1914. 

During  the  year  resignations  have  been  received  from 
three  members  of  the  Board.  Edward  M.  Gallagher, 
who  had  served  as  chairman  for  six  years,  resigned 
in  April;  Mr.  James  A.  Dorsey,  who  succeeded  him  as 
chairman,  resigned  in  September,  and  Dr.  Nathaniel  W. 
Emerson  in  October.  The  vacancies  on  the  Board  have 
been  filled  by  the  following  appointments:  Mrs.  Agnes 
C.  Bulger,  to  succeed  Mrs.  Alexander  (whose  term 
expired  in  1910) ;  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Masterson,  to  succeed 
Mr.  Gallagher;  Mr.  Joseph  I.  Stewart,  to  succeed  Mr. 
Dorsey,  and  Mr.  Frank  L.  Brier,  to  succeed  Dr. 
Emerson. 

On  May  7  the  Board  organized  by  the  election  of 
Mr.  James  A.  Dorsey,  chairman,  and  Miss  Mary  A. 
Dierkes,  secretary.  Since  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Dorsey, 
Mr.  Thomas  A.  McQuade  has  served  as  chairman  pro 
tempore. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  visiting  medical 
staff.  Resignations  have  been  received  from  Dr.  Gerald 
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Blake,  assistant  visiting  physician,  and  Dr.  F.  M. 
Spalding,  visiting  ophthalmologist.  Dr.  William  H. 
Robbins  and  Dr.  Malcolm  Seymour  have  been  appointed 
visiting  physicians. 

The  department  expenditures  for  the  year  amounted 
to  $217,963.36,  causing  a  deficit  of  $21,463.36,  as  the 
appropriation  for  the  year  was  but  $196,500. 

On  the  office  expense  account  there  was  a  slight 
deficit  of  $58.12,  due  entirely  to  the  payment  of  expenses 
incidental  to  the  sale  of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse, 
amounting  to  $1,131.11.  Appropriation,  $5,500.  Ex¬ 
penditures,  $5,558.12. 

The  Charlestown  Almshouse  account,  with  an  expend¬ 
iture  of  $15,913.31,  shows  a  deficit  of  $413.31.  Although 
it  was  estimated  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  that 
$16,000  would  be  necessary  for  this  institution,  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  keep  the  expenditures  within 
the  appropriation  allowed,  $15,500.  Anticipating  the 
removal  of  the  household  to  Long  Island,  only  absolutely 
essential  purchases  have  been  made  for  the  past  two 
years,  but  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  maintain 
the  institution  with  an  appropriation  of  less  than  $16,000. 

The  steamer  11  George  A.  Hibbard”  expended  $2,083.75 
in  excess  of  the  appropriation  of  $9,000.  Fuel  has  cost 
$1,300  and  repairs  $900  more  than  was  estimated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  boat  has  consumed 
nearly  three  hundred  tons  more  coal  than  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  and  the  average  price  per  ton  has  been 
$3.90  against  $3.53  last  year,  an  increase  of  37  cents  per  ton. 

On  the  pauper  expense  account  there  was  a  sufficient 
balance  to  cover  the  deficit  on  the  above  appropriations 
and  provide  something  toward  the  larger  deficit  on  the 
Long  Island  Hospital  appropriation. 

The  Long  Island  Hospital  appropriation  of  $160,500 
was  exceeded  by  $22,186.10,  the  expenditures  amount¬ 
ing  to  $182,686.10.  This  is  an  increase  of  $12,521.91, 
or  7  per  cent,  over  the  expenditures  of  the  previous 
year.  The  average  actual  population  (excluding  those 
on  leave  of  absence)  was  909,  an  increase  of  sixteen,  or 
about  2  per  cent,  over  the  previous  year.  This  is  the 
highest  average  population  ever  known  at  the  institu¬ 
tion.  The  weekly  per  capita  expenditure  of  $3.85  is  21 
cents,  or  nearly  6  per  cent,  higher  this  year  than  last. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  income  for  the  Long  Island 
Hospital,  $19,567.57,  is  unusually  large.  This  is  on 
account  of  the  subsidy  of  $5  per  week  paid  for  con¬ 
sumptive  patients  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa-

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chusetts,  under  chapter  597  of  the  Acts  of  1911.  This 
sum  really  covers  payments  from  this  source  for  two 
years,  1913-14  about  $6,000,  and  1914-15,  $9,000,  the 
latter  sum,  which  would  naturally  be  paid  in  March, 
1914,  having  been  paid  during  the  month  of  January. 
This  fact  accounts  for  the  decrease  of  8  cents  in  the  net 
weekly  per  capita  cost  at  Long  Island,  which  is  $3.44 
this  year  against  $3.52  last.  These  figures  should  not 
therefore  be  compared  as  this  year  is  the  first  year  that 
state  subsidy  for  consumptives  has  been  received. 

On  June  26  the  graduation  exercises  of  the  Training 
School  for  Nurses  were  held  at  Long  Island  and  fifteen 
nurses  were  awarded  the  diploma  of  the  hospital. 

Early  in  September  Miss  Margaret  J.  Chisholm,  who 
for  six  years  has  held  the  position  of  superintendent  of 
nurses,  resigned  and  the  work  of  the  training  school 
was  carried  on  temporarily  by  Miss  Ellen  H.  Marshall. 
On  January  1  Miss  Mary  A.  Meyers  was  appointed 
superintendent  of  nurses. 

The  trustees  are  pleased  to  note  the  excellent  work 
accomplished  by  the  training  school  and  would  be  glad 
to  render  all  possible  assistance  in  the  way  of  boat 
service  for  the  visiting  staff  in  order  that  more  frequent 
lectures  may  be  given  and  the  school  developed  to  the 
highest  possible  degree  of  efficiency. 

Diplomas  have  been  awarded  also  to  the  following 
house  officers:  Lionel  L.  Albert,  M.  D.,  Philip  Mysel, 
M.  D.,  Richard  D.  Heap,  M.  D.,  David  H.  Shulman, 
M.  D.,  and  Benjamin  Friedman,  M.  D. 

In  addition  to  the  $77,000  appropriated  last  year  for 
the  new  buildings  at  Long  Island,  $210,000  has  been 
appropriated  during  the  present  year,  making  a  total 
of  $287,000.  The  construction  of  a  new  central  kitchen 
with  connecting  subways  to  the  different  buildings, 
an  addition  to  the  men’s  dormitory  and  the  alteration 
of  the  men’s  dormitory  have  been  undertaken,  following 
the  general  plan  outlined  in  the  report  of  a  year  ago. 
The  addition  to  the  men’s  building  and  the  kitchen  are 
nearing  completion  and  the  remodeling  of  the  old  build¬ 
ing  will  be  commenced  as  soon  as  it  is  possible  to  care 
for  the  inmates  in  the  addition. 

While  this  will  give  considerable  relief  to  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  hospital,  further  construction  should 
be  undertaken  immediately.  The  lack  of  sufficient 
number  of  nurses  to  adequately  care  for  the  present 
hospital  population  makes  the  need  for  a  new  and 
larger  nurses’  home  an  absolute  necessity,  as  present 
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accommodations  will  not  permit  of  an  increase  in  the 
number.  Another  crying  need  is  a  maternity  hospital 
and  nursery  separate  from  the  main  hospital,  and  to 
this  use  it  is  planned  to  put  the  present  nurses’  home. 
The  plans  already  adopted  call  for  a  nurses’  home  and 
for  hospital  and  dormitory  pavilions  and  the  architects 
estimated  that  these  buildings  could  all  be  erected 
within  the  appropriation  above  mentioned.  This  proved 
impossible  when  bids  were  procured  and  it  was  decided 
to  postpone  the  erection  of  the  nurses’  home,  also  the 
hospital  and  dormitory  pavilions,  until  further  funds 
were  available.  The  system  of  heating  provided  in 
the  original  plans  proved  entirely  inadequate.  A  care¬ 
ful  study  of  the  heating  problem  was  made  by  experts 
employed  by  the  trustees,  upon  whose  recommendation 
a  vacuum  system  of  heating  has  been  adopted,  and  it 
is  anticipated  that  this  system  of  heating  will  make 
possible  a  considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  fuel. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  further  saving  in  fuel  can  be  made 
by  the  installation  of  weather  strips  in  the  women’s 
dormitory  and  the  main  hospital  building. 

It  is  with  deep  sense  of  loss  that  we  record  the  death 
on  April  6  of  Miss  Mary  A.  McGinley,  who  for  eleven 
years  gave  to  the  City  of  Boston  loyal  and  conscientious 
service.  Her  untiring  devotion  to  her  work,  in  which 
she  showed  ability  and  judgment,  her  loving  sympathy 
for  those  unfortunates  with  whom  she  came  in  contact 
and  her  bright  and  cheerful  presence  will  be  long 
remembered  by  those  who  knew  her. 

In  the  resignation  of  Dr.  James  S.  Tomkies,  resident 
physician  of  the  Long  Island  Hospital,  which  takes 
effect  within  the  next  few  days,  the  department  loses 
a  most  valuable  and  competent  officer,  whose  excellent 
work  at  Long  Island  for  the  past  three  years  has  been 
much  appreciated.  His  successor  is  to  be  Dr.  Cyril  G. 
Richards,  who  will  take  charge  of  the  hospital  on 
March  1  next.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Long  Island,  Boston  Harbor,  January  31,  1914. 
To  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  as  the 
annual  report  for  the  year  now  ending. 

The  appended  statistics  will  indicate  the  exact 
increase  in  population,  but,  baldly  put,  we  have  actually 
been  running  2  per  cent  above  our  former  or  any 
previous  maximum. 

The  back  wharf,  so  called,  is  in  such  a  condition  that 
it  must  be  rebuilt  or  materially  repaired  without  delay. 
The  condition  with  regard  to  this  particular  physical 
detail  of  the  equipment  of  the  island  constitutes  an 
absolute  exigency  and  imperatively  calls  for  immediate 
remedy. 

The  new  buildings  on  the  island  are  in  process  of 
construction  and  there  is  nothing  to  be  remarked  with 
regard  to  the  subject  except  that  it  is  of  the  most 
paramount  importance  that  a  new  nurses’  home  should 
be  erected  and  the  present  old  structure  converted  into 
what  is  a  vitally  necessary  maternity  hospital. 

An  idea  that  has  insistently  impressed  itself  upon  my 
mind,  and  one  which  should  be  of  dominant  interest,  is 
the  enlargement  and  careful  development  of  the  Train¬ 
ing  School  for  Nurses.  This  department,  within  its 
unfortunately  limited  resources  and  scope,  has  produced 
'results  which  have  been  most  satisfactory  but  which 
are  still  far  from  complete  and  far  from  what  it  is 
possible  easy  to  make  them. 

In  passing  it  may  be  well  emphatically  to  repeat 
that  in  our  two  years’  course  at  the  hospital  we  are 
able  to  equip  our  nurses  to  thoroughly  and  perfectly 
follow  their  profession  except  perhaps  that  time  may  be 
lost  to  them  in  the  course  of  their  instruction  in  their 
lectures  from  the  visiting  medical  staff  because  of  the 
existing  uncertainties  of  transportation. 

The  inmates  and  the  buildings  on  the  island  at  the 
present  time  are  exposed  to  hopeless  and  unnecessary 
loss  through  lack  of  proper  means  of  announcing  a  fire 
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danger.  Thermostats  should  be  installed  generally,  at 
whatever  ephemeral  expense,  to  obviate  this  grave 
danger  and  loss. 

With  the  vast  number  handled  annually,  it  is  almost 
amazing  that  there  are  not  more  to  be  found  discon¬ 
tented  and,  reviewing  a  personal  experience  covering 
more  than  a  decade  in  handling  this  class,  I  am  struck 
with  the  incontrovertible  fact  that  only  a  fraction  of  1 
per  cent  ever  show  a  spirit  of  unrest,  and  that  the  small 
fraction  of  the  unsatisfied  come  from  those  who  are 
chronic  if  not  deliberate  indigents  and  who  have  never 
previously  enjoyed  in  their  individual  sphere  any  of  the 
comforts  approaching  those  extended  them  in  our 
institution. 

And  in  this  respect  it  may  be  well  to  remark  at  this 
point  that  much  of  our  overcrowding  is  occasioned  by 
admitting  to  the  institution  many  who  are  unworthy 
but  who  at  the  time  of  their  admission  are  in  no  con¬ 
dition  to  be  barred,  the  class  that  the  well  meaning 
amateur  and  the  professional  posing  philanthropist  pro¬ 
test  against  admitting  and  yet  neither  suggest  nor 
provide  any  means  for  their  necessary  care. 

Another  point  which  acutely  hits  at  the  economics  of 
the  institution  is  the  care  of  those  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis.  I  strongly  urge  that  when  it  be  established  that 
the  disease  in  a  patient  of  this  type  is  found  to  be  active 
and  therefore  contagious,  provisions  be  made  for  his  or 
her  removal  to  some  other  institution  and  the  space 
vacated  by  them  devoted  to  others  absolutely  needy. 

A  word  as  to  the  most  dreadful  and  problematical 
plague  that  confronts  us  —  vaginitis.  This  terrible 
disease  so  prevalent  in  all  classes,  but  for  which  we  have 
particularly  to  care,  as  I  have  suggested  in  a  previous 
report,  from  all  points  of  economy  and  mercy  we  should 
see  to  it  that  the  first  step  to  check  or  cure  it  should  be 
taken,  and  that  is  to  provide  means  of  drastic  isolation. 

To  my  mind  the  duty  of  the  head  of  a  department 
such  as  this  is  to  think,  and  do  some  broad,  deep  thing. 
I  may  say  that  there  is  a  broadspread  idea  that  pauper¬ 
ism  is  caused  by  the  excessive  use  of  alcohol.  A  practical 
word  in  answer  to  the  fanatical  theorist  is  that  the  idea 
of  the  sociologist  that  alcoholism  is  a  disease  is  absolutely 
without  foundation;  scientific  and  medical  experience 
and  history  demonstrate  that  it  is  not,  and  never  has 
been,  anything  more  than  a  symptom  of  a  disease. 
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There  has  been  a  discussion  for  years  whether  this 
island  or  any  island  should  be  the  site  for  a  hospital  of 
this  character,  and  the  answer  is  that  an  island  not  so 
far  removed  from  the  mainland  would  be  the  ideal 
location.  If  it  might  be  that  we  could  have  institutions 
upon  an  island  within  a  few  minutes’  run  of  the  city 
proper  it  would  be  most  desirable,  but  confronted  as 
we  are  with  economic  conditions  and  institutions  exist¬ 
ing,  a  system  so  near  completed  and  so  easily  made 
nearly  perfect,  the  question  is  dismissed. 

Upon  the  matter  of  departmental  appropriation,  as 
I  have  declared  in  all  previous  reports,  I  believe  in  a 
rigid  economy,  but  in  no  stint  for  the  moment  that  will 
be  felt  to-morrow  and  which  renders  incomplete  service 
for  the  day.  I  present  my  estimates  prepared  to  live 
within  them,  and  allowing  for  no  discounts  if  the  insti¬ 
tutions  are  properly  to  go  forward  and  upward. 

The  resignation  of  the  resident  physician,  Dr.  James 
Scott  Tomkies,  is  a  conspicuous  loss  to  the  hospital. 
Dr.  Tomkies,  with  a  rare  skill  in  medicine  and  sur¬ 
gery,  united  a  disposition  of  pleasing  helpfulness  to  the 
patients  and  an  absolutely  untiring  devotion  to  his 
work. 

During  the  year  the  hospital  has  had  the  advantage 
of  a  visit  from  Dr.  E.  J.  Curran  of  the  University  of 
Kansas,  who,  as  an  ophthalmologist,  enjoys  an  inter¬ 
national  distinction.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown  Almshouse,  January  31,  1914. 
To  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report 
of  the  Charlestown  Almshouse  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1914. 

The  average  population  at  this  institution  has  been 
ninety-four.  Practically  all  of  our  admissions  have 
been  men,  and  we  feel  this  a  handicap,  inasmuch  as 
women  are  needed  for  housework. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  very  good,  there 
having  been  but  four  deaths,  two  men  and  two  women, 
all  of  advanced  age.  Ten  inmates  were  transferred  to 
Long  Island  for  special  hospital  care,  and  three  to  insti¬ 
tutions  for  the  treatment  of  mental  disease. 

Anticipating  the  removal  of  the  institution  to  Long 
Island  there  have  been  few  repairs  made  to  the  buildings. 
However,  we  were  obliged  to  have  the  roof  patched  on 
the  main  building,  and  it  was  necessary  also  to  repair 
the  hot  water  heater  and  to  make  many  minor  repairs. 
We  have  been  renewing  our  supplies  only  to  meet 
immediate  needs  in  anticipation  of  removal,  and  these, 
too,  will  need  some  replenishing. 

The  farm  has  been  productive,  and  both  the  officers’ 
and  inmates’  tables  have  had  an  abundant  supply  of 
fresh  vegetables. 

During  the  past  year  our  old  people  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  the  matter  of  entertainments.  Many 
friends  from  churches  and  other  organizations  have 
furnished  amusement. 

The  spiritual  welfare  of  our  charges  has  been  most 
zealously  attended  to  by  both  our  Catholic  and  Protes¬ 
tant  clergy.  The  priests  from  St.  Francis  de  Sales 
Church  have  made  monthly  visits  to  hear  confessions 
and  administer  Holy  Communion  to  those  inmates  who 
are  physically  unable  to  attend  church.  Every  Sunday 
services  are  held  by  the  different  Protestant  clergy  and 
prove  a  source  of  great  comfort  and  consolation  to  the 
inmates.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  MEDICAL  STAFF 
OF  THE  LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL. 


Boston,  January  31,  1914. 

To  the  Boston  Infirmary  Trustees: 

Since  the  writing  of  our  last  report,  additions  to  the 
hospital  buildings,  which  were  then  in  contemplation, 
have  been  begun,  and  when  completed,  the  added  facili¬ 
ties  long  needed  will  unquestionably  result  in  more 
adequate  service.  As  in  all  public  institutions,  the 
tendency  at  Long  Island  has  been  for  the  demand  to 
outstrip  the  supply,  with  the  result  that  for  many  years 
there  has  been  overcrowding  with  consequent  disad¬ 
vantage  to  the  patients.  This  will  no  doubt  at  least 
temporarily  be  rectified  when  the  new  buildings  are  in 
operation,  and  the  hospital,  now  with  a  long  and  credit¬ 
able  past,  may  be  expected  to  accomplish  still  more 
definite  results  in  the  future.  With  the  natural  growth 
of  the  city  and  the  increasing  tendency  on  the 
part  of  the  people  to  seek  hospital  treatment,  the  insti¬ 
tution  will  doubtless  need  further  additions  in  the  future, 
but  the  experience  gained  by  the  building  at  present 
going  on  will  serve  to  render  future  problems  less  difficult 
of  solution  than  the  present  expansion  has  been. 

In  our  last  report  we  mentioned  the  possible  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  social  service  department  in  immediate  con¬ 
nection  with  the  hospital.  This  we  still  think  is  desir¬ 
able,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  with  the  general  expansion 
of  this  type  of  work  that  the  Long  Island  Hospital 
may  finally  be  included  in  its  ministrations. 

We  are  glad  to  record  a  possible  extension  of  the 
usefulness  of  the  hospital  through  the  appointment  of  a 
special  student,  Dr.  George  Smillie,  to  the  temporary 
position  of  resident  biological  chemist.  Dr.  Smillie, 
through  previous  hospital  experience,  is  well  trained  for 
the  special  chemical  work  which  he  proposes  to  under¬ 
take  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Malcolm  Seymour  of  the 
visiting  staff.  Your  Board  has  generously  acceded  to 
the  request  that  this  appointment  be  made,  and  hereby 
we  trust  a  precedent  has  been  established  which  will 
permit  the  more  extended  use  of  the  unusual  oppor- 
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trinities  offered  at  Long  Island  for  special  study  and 
research.  In  the  investigation  of  chronic  disease  the 
hospital  offers  facilities  superior  to  those  of  any  other 
institution  in  the  city,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  congratula¬ 
tion  that  these  facilities  should  be  used  and  that  men 
should  be  found  who  have  the  capacity  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  them.  It  should  also  not  be  forgotten  that 
original  research  is  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  hospital 
and  should  at  all  times  be  encouraged,  both  for  the 
benefit  of  the  institution  itself  and  for  the  broader 
influence  it  thereby  will  come  to  exert  in  the  community 
at  large.  Such  work  also  if  successfully  accomplished 
will  tend  to  make  the  position  of  house  officer  attractive 
and  induce  men  of  capacity  to  apply  for  places,  thereby 
leading  to  the  direct  benefit  of  the  patients. 

An  event  of  importance  to  the  institution  is  the  resig¬ 
nation  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Tomkies,  who  for  many  years  has 
served  its  interests  with  great  devotion.  Dr.  Tomkies 
leaves  for  another  sphere  of  work  with  the  best  wishes 
of  all  with  whom  he  has  been  associated  at  this  hospital. 
He  has  shown  himself  a  man  of  judgment,  tact  and 
capacity  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  a  difficult  position  with 
skill  and  enthusiasm.  It  is  not  to  be  questioned  that 
his  future  work  will  show  the  effect  of  the  training  he 
has  had  at  Long  Island  and  that  it  will  also  reflect  credit 
upon  the  institution  he  is  about  to  leave.  We  extend 
to  his  successor,  Dr.  Cyril  G.  Richards,  the  assurance  of 
our  assistance  in  meeting  the  problems  which  have  been 
so  conscientiously  met  by  Dr.  Tomkies. 

It  is  again  our  pleasant  duty  to  express  our  apprecia¬ 
tion  for  the  privileges  afforded  the  staff  by  your  Board 
and  of  the  active  interest  taken  in  all  matters  of  medical 
interest  by  the  superintendent,  Dr.  Charles  E.  Donlan.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  PHYSICIAN  OF  THE 
ALMSHOUSE,  CHARLESTOWN. 


Charlestown,  Mass.,  January  31,  1914. 

Miss  Mary  A.  Morris, 

Superintendent  Charlestown  Almshouse,  Charlestown, 
Mass.: 

We  have  had  about  the  same  amount  of  sickness 
during  the  past  year.  We  have  succeeded  in  helping 
the  inmates  in  almost  all  cases.  We  had  to  commit 
three  inmates  for- mental  disease. 

Ten  inmates  were  transferred  to  Long  Island  for 
special  hospital  care. 

Four  inmates  died  during  the  year,  two  men  and  two 
women.  One  woman  died  of  cerebral  hemorrhage, 
aged  sixty-eight,  the  other  died  of  fatty  degeneration 
of  the  heart,  aged  fifty-five.  Both  men  died  of  arterio¬ 
sclerosis,  involving  the  heart,  ages  eighty-one  and 
seventy-five. 

I  am  again  thankful  to  my  assistants  for  their  very 
faithful  service.

NURSES’  HOME. 
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LONG  ISLAND  HOSPITAL  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

FOR  NURSES. 


This  training  school  is  established  to  give  a  systematic 
course  of  training  and  practice  to  women  in  the  care 
of  patients,  and  to  fit  them  as  trained  nurses  for  any 
class  of  cases. 

The  school  is  connected  with  the  Long  Island  Hospital, 
which  is  located  on  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
salubrious  islands  of  Boston  Harbor.  The  hospital 
building  is  new  and  modern  in  all  its  appointments 
and  contains  over  three  hundred  beds. 

The  superintendent  of  the  hospital  has  the  general 
supervision  of  all  matters  relating  to  the  school.  The 
superintendent  of  nurses  has  the  immediate  charge  of 
all  the  nursing  in  the  hospital,  of  all  persons  employed 
in  the  wards,  and  also  the  instruction  and  management 
of  the  pupils  in  the  training  school. 

The  course  requires  two  years,  and  includes  medical, 
surgical,  maternity  and  infant  nursing. 

Instruction  is  given  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstra¬ 
tions,  recitations  on  the  same  and  from  text-books,  and 
teaching  at  the  bedside  in  the  regular  performance  of 
duties.  Regular  courses  of  lectures  are  given  by  the 
house  physicians  and  members  of  the  medical  staff. 

Weekly  classes  in  the  principles  of  nursing  are  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  superintendent  of  nurses. 

Preliminary  course  extends  during  two  months  of 
probation,  and  includes  hygiene  of  hospital  wards, 
nursing  ethics,  points  in  practical  nursing,  beds  and  bed 
making,  baths,  carrying  of  trays  and  feeding  of  helpless 
patients,  giving  of  medicines,  of  enemata,  and  use  of 
female  catheter;  preparation  and  giving  of  hypodermic 
injections,  prevention  and  care  of  bed  sores,  care  of 
convalescent  patients;  management  of  ward  supplies, 
care  of  hot  water  bottles  and  ice  caps;  taking  of  pulse, 
respirations  and  temperatures;  keeping  of  clinical  charts; 
attendance  with  junior  class  at  lectures  and  autopsies 
as  they  come  in  order. 
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Junior  Year. —  Subjects  covered:  Anatomy  and  phys¬ 
iology,  bacteriology,  materia  medica,  treatment  in 
diseases,  medical  and  surgical  dressing,  urine  analysis, 
microscopic  examination  of  sputum  and  excreta,  demon¬ 
stration  in  practical  nursing  and  bandaging;  observa¬ 
tion  in  lying-in  room,  operating  room  and  X-ray  room; 
care  of  infectious  cases,  giving  medical  treatments, 
surgical  dressings,  making  of  surgical  and  obstetrical 
supplies;  nursing  care  of  infants  and  children;  night 
duty;  preparation  and  care  of  the  dead. 

Senior  Year. —  In  weekly  classes  the  subjects  followed 
are  obstetrics,  gynaecology,  surgical  and  operating  room 
technique,  orthopedic  nursing,  administration  of  anaes¬ 
thetics,  radiology  and  electrotherapeutics;  diseases  and 
treatments  of  the  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat;  diseases  of 
the  skin,  complications  and  management  in  diseases  of 
the  kidneys  and  urinary  system,  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system;  insanity  and  nervous  diseases;  nursing  care  of 
feeble-minded  children;  treatment  of  diseases  of  the 
.  respiratory  organs;  preventive,  curative  measures,  and 
general  management  of  tuberculosis;  nursing  care  of 
chronic  and  incurable  patients;  service  in  operating 
room  and  lying-in  room,  infant  feeding  and  preparation 
of  milk  formulae. 

Senior  nurses  assume  responsibility  of  the  management 
of  the  wards  in  the  absence  of  the  head  nurse  in  charge, 
admitting  patients  into  the  wards,  discharging  of  the 
same,  listing  and  care  of  patients’  clothing,  charting, 
keeping  of  nurses’  records,  giving  treatments  and  ful¬ 
fillment  of  doctor’s  orders;  serving  of  special  diets  to 
patients. 

An  extended  course  is  given  in  dietetics  and  invalid 
cooking,  covering  lectures  and  practical  demonstrations 
on  the  chemical  composition  of  foods,  food  values, 
sources  and  classifications;  uses  and  preparations  of 
foods  and  beverages,  with  methods  of  serving  the  same. 

Course  in  massage,  where  by  means  of  lectures  and 
practical  demonstrations  and  manipulations  the  details 
of  such  treatments  are  taught  and  the  art  of  applying 
judiciously  and  according  to  physiological  laws  the 
various  passive  and  resistive  movements. 

Candidates  will  be  received  between  the  ages  of 
twenty  and  thirty  years  (married  women  are  not  desired). 
They  must  be  of  sound  health  and  have  teeth  in  good 
condition.  They  should  send  a  brief  personal  history 
and  give  the  names  and  addresses  of  responsible  persons, 
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not  of  their  own  kin,  who  know  their  good  character 
and  capabilities.  If  their  recommendations  are  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  superintendent,  they  will  be  received  for 
two  months  on  probation. 

A  personal  interview  is  required  of  all  candidates 
desiring  to  enter  the  training  school.  For  this  purpose, 
“ passes”  for  the  steamer  “Monitor”  will  be  furnished 
upon  application  to  the  superintendent  of  nurses,  who 
arranges  to  see  candidates  on  Saturday  afternoons. 

At  the  end  of  the  second  month,  candidates,  if  con¬ 
sidered  satisfactory  to  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the 
hospital,  are  permitted  to  join  the  school  upon  signing 
an  agreement  to  complete  the  prescribed  course  of  two 
years  and  to  conform  to  all  rules. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  authorities  of  the  hos¬ 
pital  to  terminate,  at  any  time,  the  connection  of  any 
pupil  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  generally  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  record,  or  for  any  other  reason  which  may  be 
deemed  sufficient. 

While  the  education  and  training  which  are  afforded 
are  intended  to  be  a  full  equivalent  for  their  services, 
there  is  given  the  pupils,  toward  defraying  their  neces¬ 
sary  personal  expenses,  $10  per  month  during  the  first 
year  and  $12  per  month  for  the  second  year. 

If  pupils  successfully  fulfill  the  requirements  for  the 
full  term  of  two  years  and  pass  the  necessary  examina¬ 
tions,  they  will,  upon  the  termination  of  their  service, 
receive  a  diploma  from  the  hospital. 

There  are  no  fixed  dates  for  the  beginning  of  service; 
accepted  candidates  may  enter  whenever  vacancies 
occur,  but  are  usually  received  in  order  of  application 
and  acceptance. 

Pupils  are  not  permitted  during  their  training  to 
leave  the  training  school  to  nurse  sick  relatives  or 
friends. 

Pupils  are  required  to  wear  the  training  school  uniform 
after  they  join  the  school. 

Hours  of  duty  for  day  nurses  are  from  7  a.  m.  to 
8  p.  m.;  for  night  nurses  from  8  p.  m.-to  7.  a.  m.  Each 
nurse  on  day  duty  is  allowed  two  hours  for  rest  and 
recitations,  four  hours  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  a 
fortnightly  twenty-four  hour  leave  of  absence.  Nurses 
on  night  duty  are  required  to  be  in  bed  until  4  p.  m. 
Nurses  will  be  called  on  for  two  or  more  months’  regular 
night  duty  during  each  year’s  training.

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APPENDIX  II. 


Chapter  395  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  as  Amended  by  Chapter 

451  of  the  Acts  of  1897. 


An  Act  to  establish  separate  departments  of  the  city 

OF  BOSTON  FOR  THE  CARE  OF  CHILDREN,  PAUPERS,  INSANE 

PERSONS  AND  CRIMINALS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Children’s  Institutions  Department,  the 
Pauper  Institutions  Department,  the  Insane  Hospital  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Institutions  Registration  Department,  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  are  hereby  created  as  departments  of  said  city,  and 
shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  officers  herein  designated  there¬ 
for.  Said  officers  shall  be  citizens  or  taxpayers  of  said  city,  and 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  of  said  city  without  confirma¬ 
tion  by  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  provisions  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  sixty-six  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  all  other  acts  relating  to  the  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or  the  officers  or  employees  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  applicable  to  said 
departments  and  the  officers  and  employees  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  Each  of  said  departments,  except  the  Institutions 
Registration  Department,  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board 
of  seven  trustees,  at  least  two  of  whom  shall  always  be  women; 
during  the  current  year  one  of  said  trustees  for  each  of  said 
departments  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  five  years,  two 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two 
for  the  term  of  two  years  and  one  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety-seven;  and  hereafter  in  the  year  in  which  any 
term  or  terms  shall  expire  a  trustee  or  trustees  shall  be  appointed 
for  the  term  of  five  years,  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  May 
in  the  year  of  appointment  ;  any  vacancy  occurring  among  said 
trustees  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  a  trustee  as  aforesaid 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  Said  trustees  shall  serve  with¬ 
out  compensation,  but  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by 
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them  in  the  performance  of  their  duty  shall  be  paid  by  said 
city  if  approved  by  a  recorded  vote  of  the  board  of  which  the 
trustee  incurring  such  expense  is  a  member.  They  shall 
organize  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  in  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be,  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman  who  shall  be 
one  of  their  number  and  of  a  secretary  who  may  or  may  not, 
at  their  discretion,  be  one  of  their  number.  No  such  trustee, 
nor  any  person  in  the  employ  of  any  of  said  trustees  or  depart¬ 
ments,  shall  be  interested  in  a  private  capacity,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  any  contract  or  agreement  for  labor  or  for  articles 
furnished  for  any  of  said  departments. 

Sect.  3.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Children’s  Institu¬ 
tions  Department  shall  be  known  as  the  trustees  for  children, 
and  shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties 
relating  to  children,  or  to  any  institution  or  place  in  which 
they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  including  the  House 
of  Reformation,  now  conferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth  upon  the  institutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  except  as  to  children  lawfully  committed  to  or  detained 
in  institutions  established  for  the  care  and  custody  of  the  adult 
insane  paupers  and  criminals. 

Sect.  4.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  pauper  institutions  trustees, 
and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  section  three  of  this  act, 
shall  have,  exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  relat¬ 
ing  to  poor  and  indigent  persons,  or  to  any  institution  or  place 
in  which  they  are  confined  or  detained  or  cared  for,  now  con¬ 
ferred  by  the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  insti¬ 
tutions  commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  5.  The  board  of  trustees  for  the  Insane  Hospital 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  insane  hospital  trustees, 
and  shall  have  the  general  care  and  control  of  the  Boston  lunatic 
hospital  established  by  the  City  of  Boston  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  and  all  other  hospitals  that 
said  city  has  established,  or  may  hereafter  establish,  for  the 
care  or  treatment  of  the  insane,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter 
be  known  as  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital;  and  said  trustees 
shall  have  all  the  powers  relating  to  the  insane  and  to  the  insti¬ 
tutions  in  which  they  are  confined,  conferred  by  the  statutes 
of  the  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions  commissioner  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

Sect.  6.  The  Institutions  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  and 
the  institutions  commissioner  shall  hereafter  be  styled  the  penal 
institutions  commissioner,  and  he  shall  continue  to  have, 
exercise  and  perform  all  the  powers  and  duties  now  conferred  by 
the  statutes  of  this  Commonwealth  upon  the  institutions 
commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  not  conferred  by  this  act 
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upon  any  other  officer  or  board  of  trustees.  The  penal  institu¬ 
tions  commissioner  may,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor, 
appoint  one  assistant. 

Sect.  7.  The  Institutions  Registration  Department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  institutions  registrar,  who  shall  investi¬ 
gate  all  questions  relating  to  the  settlement  of  paupers,  to  the 
commitment  of  the  insane,  or  to  the  agency  for  discharged 
prisoners,  or  to  any  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  connected  there¬ 
with,  and  report  thereon  to  the  department  interested  therein; 
and  shall  perform  such  services  relating  to  the  accounts  and  to 
the  collection,  registration  and  tabulation  of  statistics  relating 
to  said  departments,  or  any  of  them,  as  may  be  required  of  him 
by  said  mayor  or  by  the  officer  or  trustees  in  charge  of  any  of 
said  departments,  with  the  approval  of  said  mayor.  Said 
registrar  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars,  or  such  other  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  8.  Said  mayor  shall  quarterly,  in  the  months  of  June, 
September,  December  and  March,  and  at  such  other  times  and 
at  such  places  as  he  shall  appoint,  hold  conferences,  at  which 
may  be  present  said  penal  institutions  commissioner,  said  insti¬ 
tutions  registrar,  two  members  of  each  of  the  aforesaid  boards  of 
trustees,  to  be  selected  by  such  boards  severally,  and  two  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  board  of  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  selected  by  such 
board,  to  consider  any  subjects  relating  to  the  work  of  said 
departments,  or  of  any  two  or  more  of  them,  or  to  the  co-ordi¬ 
nation  of  such  work,  and  at  said  conferences  said  mayor  shall 
preside. 

Sect.  9.  The  City  of  Boston  may  take  and  hold  any  real  or 
personal  property  which  may  be  given,  granted,  bequeathed  or 
devised  to  and  accepted  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  any  one  or  more 
of  said  departments  or  of  the  persons  under  the  care  thereof. 
Such  property  or  the  income  thereof  shall  be  used,  applied  and 
disposed  of  according  to  the  lawful  directions  of  the  donor 
thereof,  by  the  officers  in  charge  of  such  department  or 
departments. 

Sect.  10.  Any  officers  or  employees  of  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston,  whose  tenure  of  office  or 
position  may  be  affected  by  this  act  or  the  carrying  out  thereof, 
may  be  appointed  to  similar  positions  in  said  city  at  any  time 
within  six  months  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  without  civil  service 
examination  or  enrolment. 

Sect.  11.  No  veteran  holding  an  office  in  the  Institutions 
Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  removed  or  sus¬ 
pended,  or  shall  without  his  consent  be  transferred  from  such 
office  or  employment,  except  after  a  full  hearing  before  the 
mayor,  and  at  such  hearing  the  veteran  shall  have  the  right  to 
be  present  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Such  removal, 
suspension  or  transfer  shall  be  made  only  upon  the  written  order 
of  the  mayor.  [Approved  May  13,  1897.

An  Act  to  change  the  name  of  the  pauper  institutions 

DEPARTMENT  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  pauper  institutions  trustees,  as  established 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  shall  hereafter  be  known  as 
the  Boston  infirmary  trustees,  and  the  Pauper  Institutions 
Department  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Infirmary  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
